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BRONCHIAL ASTHMA 


In yesterday's article, I discussed some of the disorders affecting 
the orghns of ‘breatniug and in today’s article, I am going to restrict 
the discussion to one of ine’ very common diseases, bronchial asthma, 
which disorder affects that pottion of the breathing apparatus called 
the bronchi. Bronchial asthma is marked by an irritation of the mucous 
membrane lining the bronehial tubes and its characteristic symptom 
is difficulty in breathing. The name asthma comes from the Groek 
word meaning “panting” and was given the disease because the 
rutieat literally pants for air, during an attack. 

The three main causes of asthma are: first, a tight diaphragm; 

‘ond, the formation of excessive amounts of stomach gas; and, 
third, the obstruction of the bronchial tubes with mucus, which is 
secreted by the mucous membrane in unusual amounts. These are the 
fundamental causes which must exist before an attack develops. The 
raembrane lining the bronchial tubes becomes erigorged and sensitive 
and this sensitive membrane will then be influenced by any of those 
causes which serve to excite the attack, such as breathing in dust, 
pollen, fumes, or cold air, However, once the underlying causes are 
removed, the exciting causes lose their power to induce an attack. 

The relief of asthma depends upon the development of a strong 
diaphragm. The diaphragm is the strong, flat breathing muscle which 
separates the lungs from the stomach and intestines. In the typical 
asthmatic, the diaphragm is weak and will be unable to do its work 
in assisting the breathing process. Once this weakness is present, 
breathing will become more difficult for the patient as soon as 
sufficient gas accumulates in the stomach or in certain portions of 
the iniestine avd the patient will be unable to move the diaphragm 
up and down elficiently to facilitate breathing. : 

IT find that many people do not understand the importance of 
bringing about a better development of the diaphragm for the relief 
of bronchial asthma. This is best aceomplished by certain breathing 
exertises which at the same time produce another desirable result, 
which is, restoring the humgs and chest to normal. Usually the paticnt 
will try to accomplish the desired result through chest breathing which 
is a useless procedure because the asthmatic will do most of his breath- 
irig in the top of the ehest. The only exercises which will do the good 
required are those which teach the patient how to breathe fn the lower 
part of the chest and how to make an active use of the diaphragm 
during the breathing process. At first, it is generally advisable that 
the patient do the breathing exercises in front of a mirror with the 
object of watching closely to see if the breathing movement takes 
place in the correct area which includes the lower chest and the upper 
abdomen. Instead of chest breathing, the patient should be taught 
diaphragmatic breathing. These breathing exercises must be con- 
tinued, even after the asthma has disappeared. The exercises which I 
particularly recommend are outlined in’ my article called Breath 


- Control. , 
In addition to developing a better*diaphragm, it is important that 

the patient tearn how to combine his,foods so as to avoid flatulence as 
the accumulation of gas will cause an upward pressure against the 
diaphragm. Also, it is advisable that the patient avoid those foods 
which bring about a greater secretion of mucus, which foods are the 
starehes and. sugars. These are the same foods most likely to cause 
ffatulence and the patient therefore gains a double benefit through 
omitting them at the beginning of the treatment. It has been my experi- 
ence that asthma may be permanently relieved if the patient is willing 
to develop a stronger diaphragm and is willing to regulate his diet.

Mix '% cup flour or sifted, dry 
bread crumbs with a pinch salt, 
¥y teaspoon baking powder. Beat 
1 egg until stiff and beat in % cup 
sugar. Add 14 teaspoon vanilla, 1 
cup sliced dates and 2 
chopped nuts (walnuts or pecans 
are nice). Stir in the flour mix- 
ture and spread in a haking pan 
about 34 of an inch thick. Bake in 
a stow oven for 45 to 60 minutes 
or until the surface will spring 
back when pressed lightly with the 
forefinger. Cut in squares and 
serve warm with whipped cream 
or a small scoop of vanilla ice 
cream on each one.

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SALVAGED SODA 

Joe Rosenthal, owner of the store 
which sold the Wilk soda, said he 
could not understand how the pro 
duct could have been poisoned. 

“People take it indiscriminate! 
They take it for what they thin 
are digestive ailments, yet they 
may have gastric ulcers, or appen 
dicitis, and then it's fatal, anyway, 
Dr. Geiger commented. 

The soda was saWazed merchan 
dise, and came from damaged steam 
ship carzoes. 

POLICE ON GUARD 

Police guarded the dumping roo) 
of the Manno Salvage Compan; 
plant, where the soda was purchas 
ed by Rosenthal. Health pificer 
started a thorough search to dc- 
termine the source of the arsenii 
in the soda. 

The room was found to contain 
piles of powered substances paim 
ing cleaner and washing soda, close 
together. Samples were taken bs 
the health officers for analysis. 

“Whether the barrels containe! 
arsenic. or the soda itself already 
contained arsenic we have not bern 
able to determine,” Dr. Geiger saité 
“It is possible some chemical ac 
tion took place while the soda wa: 
kept in bulk.” 

Rosenthal said’ discovery of the 
poison in the soda was all the more 
mystifying to him in view of the 
fact he drank two glasses of water 
containing soda from the barrels 
withont, ill effect. The compound 

also had been used in cooking with 
out evidence of poison, he said. 
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
